REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 
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Schools have been maintained for 356 weeks daring the past 
year, all necessary repairs upon the school buildings have been 
made, books and supplies been furnished and the contract with 
Pembroke Academy to serve as the high school of the town 
been met—and we are able to report a balance in the treasury 
a little larger than that of one year ago. 

At the last annual meeting, $575 was raised and appropri- 
ated in addition to the amount absolutely required by statute. 
Of it, $200 was to meet a deficit of 1904 for high school tui- 
tion, $175 for tuition of pupils then entered in the Concord 
High School, if it could be legally paid, and $200 for repairs, 
including the putting of hardwood floors in the two rooms of_ 
the village building not thus equipped. Competitive bids for 
the latter were obtained, and the award made to the Head & 
Dowst Company at $125, and it was satisfactorily executed. 

The opinion of the attorney-general was obtained as to the 
legality of the vote to pay the tuition of pupils at Concord, the 
appropriation having been made with the condition ‘* if legal.’ 
His advice was, in effect, that the tuition could not be 
borne by the district, inasmuch as the vote to contract with 
Pembroke Academy to furnish instruction to all of its pupils 
qualified to attend, made that institution, legally, the high 
school of the district. Before the spring term began at Con- 
cord or at the Academy, the parents were shown the letter of 
the attorney-general and were notified that the board could not 
pay the tuition at Concord. The Concord authorities accepted 
the opinion without question, and have collected from the 
parents the tuition of Pembroke pupils attending there. A. F. 
Burbank has brought suit against the district to recover the 
tuition paid for his daughter last spring. ‘The case is still 
pending in the Supreme Court. 
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The contract with the trustees of Pembroke Academy for 
instruction: for $1,500 a year for two years, was made, as 
voted. 

Such repairs as were timely have been made upon the school 
buildings, some expenditure having been made at all of them, 
except that at the Borough, long in disuse. 

Advantage has been taken of the generous offer of George 
P. Little for the free use of land adjoining the Pembroke Street 
School lot fora playground. This has permitted the enlargement 
of the grounds to about double their former area, and provides 
the much needed opportunity for out-of-door play, free from 
the danger from passing electric cars. The enlarged grounds 
have been enclosed by a substantial fence which has been 
painted. The outbuilding here was moved to a better location, 
was clapboarded, painted and reshingled. The improvements 
at this school cost $86.85. 

The residents of Buck street have generously provided a new 
flagpole for the school grounds there, under the lead of Warren 
Martin. 

During the last few weeks of the fall term, there were but 
two pupils at the Buckstreet School, due to the removal of 
some of the families. ‘The building was closed for the winter 
term and those pupils conveyed to the school at Suncook. 

The programme of the second annual graduating exercises 
of pupils who had completed the course of study is appended. 
The event was one of more than passing interest, and the exer- 
cises most creditable to the pupils and teachers. 

The exhibit of sample work from the several schools in 
writing, drawing, painting, needlework, nature study, etc., by 
the pupils of all grades, in connection with these exercises, was 
deservingly praised for its surprising excellence by the large 
number of parents and friends who took the time to inspect it. 

We believe the schools can be maintained for the coming 
year upon as high a scale of efficiency as during the past year, 
the property be protected and the requirements of the 
Academy contract be met, without raising any money for 
school purposes, other than the law demands. 

The enumeration of the children of the town was made by 
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Fred W. Saltmarsh in the month of September under our direc- 
tion as required by law. He reported as follows:

RHPORT OF THH SUPERINTENDENT. 





To the School Board : 


I have the honor to submit my second annual report, the 
the fifth in the series of similar reports. 

During the past year, it has been my plan to visit at least 
one school each half day of those days of my time to be devoted 
to the schools of Pembroke, watch the nature of the teaching, 
the government of the room, the spirit of the pupils, the effi- 
cieney of the work, and then, by suggestion, try to advance 
each school to the highest standard and greatest efficiency. 
This adancement depends upon a competent teaching force, 
good text books, sufficient supplies and a wise direction of all 
the forces. 

I have specially directed the attention of teachers to number 
and language work. As relation work in number was new, or 
nearly so, the advancement has been all that could be expected, 
and I think the Grube method has been largely supplanted. 

About half of our teachers’ meetings, and they have been 
held every Friday of the weeks my services were due Pem- 
broke, since the beginning of the year, have been given to the 
composition work of the eighth and ninth grades. The results, 
manifested by the papers the pupils have passed in, have been 
gratifying to a large degree. It is quite obvious that the 
teachers and pupils have taken a live interest in the work. 

Your school buildings remain practically the same as a year 
ago. The rural buildings are comfortable and commodious, 
and only better janitor service is needed to make them neat 
and inviting. But the village grammar building would be lit- 
tle credit to any town. When there is a singing exercise in 
one of the rooms on the second floor it is impossible for pupils 
or teacher*to do good work in the other, because the walls 
separating the rooms are so thin they do not stop the sound. 
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Too, the halls cannot be heated, and within the rooms I found 
by experiment that a thermometer would vary ten and twelve 
degrees when placed at different desks. Where stoves are 
used it is impossible to maintain uniform temperature. I be- 
lieve the most inviting ‘and attractive places in a town should 
be its schoolrooms. | 

What Superintendent Benedict said in his last report about 
combining the Pembroke Street, Brickett and Pembroke Hill 
schools I thoroughly indorse. The advantages coming there- 
from to the children who attend those schools would be almost 
incalculable. . 

In school matters Pembroke and Allenstown should be one. 
Upon application by petition to the Legislature to that effect, 
they might be made a single school district. If they formed 
one district the standard of work could be raised 15 per cent. 
with simply the present teaching force and accommodations. 
Three teachers would then have only one grade each and the 
others two. Whereas now no teacher has less than three and 
some have four grades., More can be accomplished in a room 
with twenty pupils of one grade than ina room of three pupils, 
each representing a different grade. 

Since the town contracted with the trustees of the Academy 
to provide instruction for her high school pupils, I have given 
some attention to the work done there. I believe the work 
done to be of a high order so far as skill in teaching enters 
into it. My criticism would be that students are giving too 
little time and effort to study outside of the academy hours. 
Only patrons of the school can be held responsible for this time 
and effort. .
